HISTORY 


of the Real Estate at 72 Allendale 


The real estate now commonly known as 72 Allendale 
in Terre Haute, Vigo County, Indiana was the subject 
of a United States Patent to Darius Donham in 1828. 
Darius Donham was the owner of the real estate which 
now comprises all of Allendale. He operated an extensive 
farming operation. Upon his death on February 28, 1902, 
he left surviving him one child, a son Allen H. Donham, 
who inherited his vast real estate holdings. 


Shortly after inheriting the property, now known as 
72 Allendale, Allen H. Donham and his wife, Julia, 
decided to build a family home on the property which 
was, at that time, largely wooded and without access 
by road. The work preparing the land for construction 
began early in 1903, with construction of roadways being 
undertaken at that time. The property was sold by Allen 
and Julia Donham to Wilbur Topping and his wife, Clara 
Topping, on November 13, 1906. 


Wilbur and Clara Topping immediately began con- 
struction of a residence on the property which had 
already been cleared, roadways constructed, and prepared 
for construction of a residence. They commissioned a 
well known architect of the period, Alfred Grindle, to 
design the residence in the Spanish Colonial Revival style 
which was his trademark. Topping persuaded Grindle not 
only to design the home, but to supervise personally 
some aspects of its construction, inducing him to leave 
Boston, where he was living at the time, and to reside 
with the Toppings in the first portion of the house 
constructed to supervise the construction of the "great" 
portion of the home. Alfred Grindle is believed to have 
come to the Topping home several times over a period 
of the next three years to supervise the final completion 
of the home. 


First constructed on the site was the back portion of 
the home consisting of a kitchen, dining room, and two 
bedrooms and a bath above. In addition, there was an 
area which is now a utility room, and was then a stable 
with a loft above the stable. The loft is now a bedroom. 


Wilbur and Clara Topping lived with their family in 
this portion of the home, during the period of time that 
the "great" portion of the home was under construction. 
The total construction time was three years. The original 
portion of the home and the "great" portion were finally 
joined in the final stage of construction by an expansive 
hallway which connected the two sections of the home. 


Alfred Grindle, designed the expansive hallway as a 
means of connecting the two portions of the home. The 
upstairs hallway is lined with windows giving a dramatic 
view of the whole area. After the "great" portion of the 
home was completed the Toppings occupied it, and a 
staff of servants resided in the original portion of the 
home. 


The home built by Wilbur and Clara Topping is in 
the Spanish Colonial Revival style, which is characterized 
by a stucco exterior with large and expansive windows 
throughout the home. In addition, the Spanish Colonial 
Revival style features six grey brick fireplaces. The brick 
was obtained from special quarries in and around the 
Boston area and imported to Indiana by Alfred Grindle 
for construction in the Topping home. These grey brick 
fireplaces are located in the living room of the home, 


the library, dining room, master bedroom, guest 
bedroom, and the ballroom located on the third floor 
of the home. The Spanish Colonial Revival architecture 
is further punctuated by the unique use of natural 
woodwork, beamed ceilings, large windows with window 
seats, and by foyers and porches throughout the home. 
A large ballroom was constructed on the third floor of 
the home for entertaining many friends in the area. 


Wilbur and Clara Topping sold the home to Gertrude 
Preston Hulman on June 30, 1915. By contrast to the 
very sociable Topping family, Gertrude Preston Hulman 
lived very quietly in the home for the next fourteen years 
before selling the property to Walter and Wilma Palmer 
in early 1930. Walter and Wilma Palmer refurbished the 
Spanish Colonial Revival style of the home. They 
entertained extensively and again the ballroom on the 
third floor experienced a happy revival. 


Travelling abroad extensively during their ownership 
of the home, Walter and Wilma Palmer rented the home 
during the period of time from early 1936 to early 1940, 
during which time Paul and Mabel Bogard occupied the 
home. Paul Bogard was a prominent local attorney, 
president of the Terre Haute Trust Company, and was 
also one of the founders and later president of the 
Merchants National Bank of Terre Haute. 


Paul and Mabel Bogard had two married daughters, 
Mary Royse, wife of James S. Royse, and Sally Blake, 
wife of Tony Blake. Mary and her husband James S. 
Royse, who was also an officer and later president of 
Merchants National Bank, resided with Paul and Mabel 
Bogard briefly as did Sally Blake and her husband Tony 
when they returned to settle in the community when 
Tony Blake became a Professor at Rose Poly Technic 
Institute. 


After Paul and Mabel Bogard left the residence at 72 
Allendale, it was occupied by Virginia Root, who is the 
widow of Chapman Root. Virginia Root and her children 
occupied the home for a period of time until she 
remarried. Virginia Root married Tubby Maxwell, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Maxwell occupied the home at 72 
Allendale for several years prior to the home finally being 
sold again to Donald and Ruth Longyear in March 1949. 


Donald Longyear was an executive with the Seagram 
Brewing Company. He and his wife, Ruth, had four 
children who lived in the property until April 21, 1959. 


The ownership of the property was transferred on 
April 21, 1959 to Dr. Richard J. Reynolds and his wife 
Mary L. Reynolds. The home remained in the Reynolds 
family for a period of over 30 years, during which time 
the Reynolds family raised five children. The home was 
restored to the Spanish Colonial Revival architecture 
during the time the Reynolds family owned the property. 


Mrs. Reynolds worked with the Vigo County Histor- 
ical Society of Indiana and, as a result, the property was 
later featured in the Vigo County Interim Report of 
Indiana Historic Sites and Structures by the Division of 
Historic Preservation and Archeology, Indiana State 
Museum, Indianapolis, Indiana. 


In August 1989 the real estate was sold to its present 
owners.

We elected to bed the 
parameters of the yard as well as the deck areas to best display our 
innovative designs of shrubbery and floral gardens with ornamental trees 
and natural stone accents.
